Madrid, 26. Three days ago the King re- 
ceiv’d Advice by an Exprefs, that the Count de Tho- 
loufe had furnith’d the Marquefs of Villadarias with 
zooo Men from on board the Fleet commanded by 
- him, with 40 Pieces of Cannon and 200 Gunners, to 
affift in recovering Gibralrar; likewife that he had 
left the Baron de Pointi with 10 Ships of War, to 
lye before the faid Place: And that as the faid Count 
was about to fail from Malaga for Thoulon with the 
reft of the Fleet, the Captaifi of a Scout which he 
had fent our, recurn’d to acquaint him, that he had 


_ difcover'd a Fleet from Smyrna confifting of 60 Mer-_ 


chant Ships Englith and Durch, and convoy’d by 15° 
Men of War, making towards che Streights, and that 
he had left them 120r 15 Leagues off Malaga: Here- 
upon the Count de Tholoufe refolv’d to put to Sea 
in queft of them; and having fent 2 Frigates and 2 
Firethips to reinforce the Baron de Pointi,with Orders 
to guatd the Streights well; he fail’d with 36 Men 
of War; carryirig Englifh and Dutch Colours in or- 
der to furprize the Enemy. Laft Night at 11-a Clock 


the King receiv’d a Courier from the Governour of: 


Malaga, with Advice that a grear Noife of Guns 
was heard from Sea, and that it was not doubted 
the Count de Tholoufe was fallen in with the Smyrna 
Fleet ; So we ate in hourly Expectation of another 
Exprefs with the News of the taking of that Fleer. 
The King has made a Promotion of General Officers 
of his Forces in Spain; the Count d’Aguillar is made 
Director General of the Foot, and the Marquefs de 
Bay Director General of the Horfe: Don Antonio 
d’Amezaga, and Don Pedro Meffia, Infpectors of the 
Foot: Don Bonifacio Manrique, and Don Louis de 
- Zuniga, Infpectors of the Horfe; And the Marquefs 
of Lorenzana, who is gone to compliment the Count 
de Tholoufe on the part of his Majefty, is made a 
Brigadier. His Majefty has conferr’d the Viceroyalty 
of Sicily on the Marquefs de Bedmar, at prefent 
Commandant General in the Netherlands. Don Fer- 
nindo Manuel Archbifhop of Burgos, a Prelate of 
profound Erudition, isdead. The Enemies that are 
drawn together at Almeida, have not made any Mo- 
tion yet ” which we may guefs at their Defigns. 
The Duke of Berwick is march’d with the Spanith 
and French Troops ke had drawn together near 
Ciudad Rodrigo, and has form’d 2 Camp at Saelices 
on the Frontier. The Marquefs. d’Airona having 
march’d from Xeres de los Cavalleros, _ with the.

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Octob. 16. ; 
Madrid, Sept. 25. The 17th being the Queen’s 
Birth day all the Nobility of both Sexes went to 
Court in fplendid Habits, kifs their Majefties 
Hands, and compliment them on the Occafion ; Her 
Majefty is enter’d’ into the 17th year of her Age. At 
Night 2 Comedy was acted in the Palace; and there 
was likewife a very fine Confort of Mufick. They 
write from Ciudad Rodrigo, that the Duke of Ber-

' of Artillery : Tho’ there are Advices which fay, that 


his Poituguefe Majefty has already pafs'd the Lao, 
and is encamp’d at St. Felice, whence he has detach’d 
feveral ftrong Parties of Horfe, thar make Excurfions 
as far as Salamanca, and raife great Contributions ; 
that one of thefe Parties has retaken from us Segura, 
by a Stratagem and by Intelligence with the Inhabi- 
tants of that Place ; and made 50 Spaniards, garri- 
fon’d in it, Prifoners of War. The Marquis de Vil- 
ladarias hes fent an Exprefs to the King, to reprefent 
to him that "tis impoffible for him to fucceed in be- 
fieging Gibraltar wishout a new Reinforcement of 
Proops ; fo that that Siege wil] probably be put off 
to another time. ‘They write from Malaga, that the 
Count de Touloufe is fail’d from thence on his return 
to Toulon. 

From the Rotterdam Gazette, dated Octob. 16. 

Rotterdam, O&ob. 16. The laft Letters from Ma- 
drid, tell us the Duke of Berwick had fent feveral 
Couriers to acquaint the Court with his diffatisfacti- 
on at their having turn’d out Don Lopez Manuel de 
Caftro from being Commiffary-General of Provifions 
for the Army, and having put no Body elfe into his 
Place. Whence it is that the Troops are neither pros 
vided with Victuals fufficient,. nor ate well paid. 
The Marquis of Villadarias wrote to the Kisg, to 
defire him to take a Journey to Andalufia, to confim 
the People in their Fidelity to him by his Prefence a- 


mong them, and the King feem’d difpes’d to do it ; 


but tite Council of State made fuch powerful Re- 
monftrances to his Majefty againft ir, that that Jour- 
ney is laid afide. 

Amfterdam Courant of Octob. 18, fays there 
has been a fharp difpute between the French and 
Spaniards for the Rank,in which 400 Men were kill’d.

Venice, Sept. 23. Letters from Verona advife, that 
the Imperialifts give out they will return into Italy, 
and defcend by the Valley of Anfo into the Breffan, 
to approach near the River Adda and the Milaneze. 


Te feems difficult for them however, the Seafon being 


fo far advanc’d, to take Winter-Quarters there, ha- 
ving no Place where they can fafely make Magazines. 
And befides preat Diligence is us’d to fecure the 
Paffages on all Sides. The Garrifon of Soncino is 
reinforc’d, the Suburbs of that Place are levell’d with 
the Ground ; and Lines are begun there which will 
be continued along the Oglio, with Redoubts at pro- 
per diftances to hinder the Imperialifts from tt a 
Incurfions into the Cremoneze. The Horfe and Foot 
that were difpos’d ‘in the Mantuan and on the fide 
of the Po, are march’d towards the lower Oglio, 
and are. pofted in Bozzolo, Marcaria, Caneto, 
and other Places ; in fuch a Manner that the grand 
Prior of France can in a veay little time draw toge-. 
ther 10 or 12000 Men. The Prince of Vaudemont 
has caus’d the Spanith Troops of the Milaneze and 
thofe that lay near the: Sefia on the Frontier of Pied- 
font, to march towards the Ghiara d’Adda, and the 
Rivers Oglio and Adda.

Mantuc, Oktober 1. The Advices from the Trén- 
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tin confirm, that the Imperialifts are march’d down
